It’s spring and the second grade class 
and the teacher are taking walk 
through the park and listening the 
sounds nature and sounds around the 
town. They are going record all the 
sounds they hear. These children are 
learning that fun listen sounds 
because they make them think other 
things. 

Yes, girl and boy are conversing 
play telephones and the other third 
graders are waiting tell what they 
liked about this conversation. Two more 
children are anxious practice and try 
improve this telephone conversation. 

Now you will hear “audience reading” 
the next class, Grade Six children 
are seated front the classroom. 
Each child has prepared story 
she chose. preparing these stories, 
some children wished read only 
funny part the story. Other children 
read descriptive passages and one child 
felt that his entire story must heard 
really enjoyed. The class participa- 
tion stimulating the good listeners 
tell why they enjoyed certain stories 
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that were read. New vocabulary words 
are added list words the 
blackboard. Meanings are discussed. 
The next six children are anxious 
choose their stories for their next listen- 
ing period that they too will well 
prepared and give pleasure the class. 

The fifth graders are lively group 
but they are good listeners and love 
recite Stevenson’s poem “The Wind” 
choric speech. The dark voices always 
come right time with the refrain 
wind, that sings loud 

The tape recorder beimg over- 
worked the sixth grade. child 
listening his own recorded voice, 
learning what kind friends and class- 
mates would never tell him, comparing 
this record with previous voice record- 
ings, smiling with joy hearing the 
provement shown. Each child analyz- 
ing his own voice and comments are 
given the group how improve 
his speech. 

The seventh graders are discussing 
their home assignment. All watched The 
Perfect Tribute television. What was 
gained from this beautiful story? They 
are also going write their apprecia- 
tion. 

Having finished watching the film 
The Man Without Country, the eighth 
graders are now suggesting what they 
noticed different film from the book 
story and which impressed patriotism 
more. This discussion would and could 
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continue for some time but the curtain 
closes. These are just some the learn- 
ing situations listening. Fortunately, 
listening can taught.

Christian Family Living 

Professor Harl Douglas the Uni- 
versity Colorado says perhaps the 
most neglected area the present high 
school program education for home 
living (School Review, January, 1955). 
was the hope the founders home 
economics that would prepare all 
people for home and family living 
the kind society desired the United 
States. Yet, reach only 
minority students high school. 
Why this? Can that home 
economics holds isolated and suspect 
position the curriculum? the teach- 
ing unrealistic, and teachers assume 
stereotyped pattern family living, 
its position may well questioned. 

Home economics does not teach 
“one right way” doing things but 
rather should give understanding 
principles, develop wisdom, and cour- 
age and that which best. 
Home economics should reach all high 
school pupils and particular value 
them time when they are moving 
into maturity, when they are seeking 
ways being persons their own 
rights when they are trying valiantly 
grow up. 

Creative, realistic teaching must 
based sound scholarship. not 
easy define the creative approach: 
There one all-inclusive definition 
description for it. something 
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personal personal one indi- 
vidual person understanding 
poetry music. Creative teaching 
not limited any one teacher, any 
one school, any one grade. Nor 
associated with certain tuition fee. 
fact, just clothing selection, good 
design more expensive than poor 
tive teaching than does imi- 
tative. The latter’s much less rewarding. 

Upon what does rest? Creative 
ability the use the rare qualities 
mind which enable individual 
take bits knowledge and re-form them 
into new, meaningful relationships. 
requires thirst for knowledge, good 
memory, awareness unsolved prob- 
lems, and desire something 
different novel you 
will. 


Practice Thinking 

good teacher helps student ac- 
quire critical and creative habits 
mind. Mere memorizing facts not 
enough. Students must led see 
the significance, the meaning these 
facts, this point view, this method 
tackling problem.

her book, The Effectiveness the High 
School Program Home Economics, 
read statement that may have 
implications regarding the quality 


teaching some our schools: “Some 
students made relatively high scores 
pencil-paper tests when they had 
instruction home economics.” Whom 
did she test? Was the test valid? 
could the findings indicative the 
quality home-economics teaching? 
Could home economics merely 
repetition things pupils already 
knew? 

For what kind world are pre- 
paring our pupils? What kind home 
will they have? Certainly Patricia 
Mahoney writes The Catholic World, 
March, 1954: “Since 
created the helpmate man she 
was surely meant help him achieve 
more than home-cooked meals.” Mother 
generalist. She needs competence 
many areas. Jessie Roundtree 
said the 1955 annual meeting, the 
mother needs both competence and 
conscience. Or, might say she needs 
the analytical ability scientist and 
philosopher. She needs see the social 
and spiritual significance homemak- 
ing way life which involves the 
immediate and final happiness souls. 

The weekly shopping alone requires 
the thought big-time buyer, since 
she spends from nine twelve hundred 
dollars year foods, sum total 
fifty-four sixty thousand dollars 
fifty years. She needs the knowledge 
and skill nutritionist ensure 
good health for her family. She needs 
the skill economist the intri- 
cacies money management stretch 
her husband’s earnings and invest them 
well those things which make for 
health, happiness, and peace mind. 
For herself she has learned the relaxa- 
tion qualities possible food prepara- 
tion, creative manipulation cloth- 
ing furnishings. Children are the 
greatest challenge her talents, and 
bring her far greater, more complicated 
and difficult responsibilities than frying 
steak decorating home. With them 
she blends science and affection she 
arbitrates arguments and settles, 
estimated, some two thousand small 
claim cases each year even more than 
supreme justice might the same 
period. She spiritual director 
she guides the little ones 
others know, love, and serve God 
better. She mother. her there 
indefinable something which 
specialist can ever replace. 

her, homemaking way mak- 
ing love visible; making family meals 
occasions; caring for and teaching 
children; being constantly worthy, 
inspiring companion for her husband. 
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these times stress and strain 
all elements Catholic education per- 
sonnel, finances, space, 
imperative that such means are our 
disposal utilized the most expeditious 
manner possible. The assignment in- 
dividual handle nothing but guidance 
and counseling techniques school, 
becoming well-nigh impossible for the 
average small middle-sized Catholic 
high school. fact that our people 
must carry full teaching loads, and for the 
most part handle guidance more less 
indirectly atmosphere, individual 
enterprise. Positive guidance often re- 
served for the obstreperous whose need 
for such direction intrudes itself. 

taking just what actually done 
small medium sized Catholic high school. 
Oftentimes the good that happens derives 
from the individual zeal, initiative, and in- 
sight this, that, the other teacher, 
with little thanks to, assistance from 
organization program. think there 
merit setting down black and white 
statements exactly what contributed 
school student growth, other than 
specific academic instruction. Once such 
contributions are outlined, evaluated, and 
brought the attention the faculty, 
should apparent that realignment 
effort could produce and maintain 
effective guidance program. Actually, there 
need added faculty personnel, and 
increase financial outlay.

The Teacher’s Role

early identification and treatment po- 
tential problems also

There are always those few who skep- 
tically raise the question whether the 
teacher should allowed administer, 
interpret, and use test instruments and 
guidance techniques. think the answer 
that teachers must use tests they would 
know and understand boys and girls 
that they can accept them where and 
they are and relate instruction accordingly.

2Here and in the discussion to follow, the reader 
should not make the inference that the role of school 
psychologists, counselors, directors of guidance and 
special education, or any other official or administra- 
tor charged with the responsibility for conducting a 
program testing guidance any way mini- 
mized. In many of the larger school systems the 
direction of the program of testing, evaluation, and 
guidance may be in the capable hands of trained 
specialists. 
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This large degree will determine the 
success the guidance program. There 
evidence that teachers often know little 
the fears and frustrations present 
the classroom. How can delegate guid- 
ance responsibilities teachers and with- 
hold data concerning those needing the 
guidance? The day will never dawn find 
enough clinically trained people meet 
our ever increasing guidance needs. Hence, 
must not deny teachers access in- 
struments useful identifying the prob- 
lems boys and girls, problems for which 
they are expected provide solutions. 


Training for Testing 

What about teacher training for this 
basic part the work? Many teachers 
enter the profession without basic course 
measurement. Others wonder how much 
they have benefited from such courses 
terms utility realistic school setting. 
Some such courses, supposedly background 
for guidance and testing duties, tend 
emphasize the theoretical aspects meas- 
urement with little emphasis functional 
activities importance future teachers. 
Test and measurement courses could con- 
tribute much the cause their content 
were better oriented meet the specific 
needs the teacher. 

Can make the language test data 
less strange the uninitiated? Can 
simplify test data, make more significant 
teachers, beneficial students, and 
meaningful parents? The shift em- 
phasis for some measurement courses might 
well away from the requirements 
test constructors, counselors, and others 
with theoretical interests emphasis 
the needs teachers (largest users) 
and turn students (most affected). Com- 
munication must “up their alley,” the 
ultimate purpose which help stu- 
dents better understand themselves. the 
elementary level the stress should 
instructional and diagnostic use not su- 
pervisory administrative use results. 


The secondary schools turn indicate 
need for guidance testing put the stu- 
industry enroll institutions higher 
learning. Improved test administration 
first step toward better orientation 
parents and pupils. Traditionally, teacher 
attitudes toward standardized tests have 
been poor—one rating rather than 
aiding. 

Students should prepared well ad- 
vance the testing situation pointing 
out that test taking normal experience 
from childhood adult. modern Amer- 
ica, students, workers, and members the 
armed services all take tests. Let them 
know that there are many beneficial aspects 
testing for both student and teacher. 
Have them understand that the test pro- 
gram part the instructional process 
and not part the grading system. 

Explain that standardized tests usually 
include more than the pupil can accomplish 
and that one expected get all the 
answers right. this made clear, test 
day jitters may avoided. 

test day make certain that all pupils 
thoroughly understand 
Time limits should closely followed. 
When administration instructions 
nored results are invalid and useless. Re- 
member that the test situation the exact 
opposite teaching; coaching, sug- 
gesting, hinting allowed. The students 
are the ones being tested. They are 
their own. 


The Purpose Tests 

Since the main purpose schools 
educate children, follows that primary 
purpose testing should determine 
the instructional needs pupils. The ad- 
ministrative supervisory staff use norm 
data relate the accomplishments their 
schools the average, typical school. 
However, norms used the sole criterion 
for educational purposes may result 
frustration one school and satisfaction 
with mediocrity another. Teachers need 
know whether their job being done 
should be, discover which areas are 
well poorly taught, and determine the 
strengths and weaknesses each child. 
They should not concerned with 
where the pupil (his score relation

the norm) why there and what 
can done about it. The important thing 
not that the fifth grader scores 
fourth grade level standardized 
arithmetic test but rather that the diag- 
nosis may show fifth grade arithmetic 
comprehension level and third grade 
placement fundamentals. Going one step 
further, the teacher may find that low 
score subtraction due deficiency 
borrowing; still further analysis may 
show deficiency other specific skills. 

Once the specific learning difficulties 
have been identified, instruction can re- 
lated accordingly, thus releasing the pupil 
from block which preventing normal 
progress. may well point out here 
that the teacher, rather 
meaningless grade placement 
pupils, might say the child 
studied the achievement profile, “You did 
good work spelling and your reading 
quite satisfactory, but your work sub- 
traction indicates that must give more 
attention how borrow and how 
work problems with zeros.” 

Today’s teacher also relates achievement 
pupil ability. uses the concept 
expectancy (what expect the pupil 
terms his mental ability). Thus 
the varied needs the group. This aware- 
ness the need for multiple standards 
helps prevent the forcing “students with 
three-quart capacity hold gallon, 
those who hold gallon satisfied 
carry three quarts.” 

Traditional one standard for 
results some pupils being 
frustrated and others going unchallenged. 
The modern teacher has ever increasing 
sensitivity the pupils’ mental health. 
Whereas traditional approaches often re- 
sulted child with mental age eight 
attempting tasks requiring mental age 
twelve years, modern techniques can 
give the eight-year-old eight-year-old 
task, which all can absorb until fur- 
ther development takes place. Expecting 
child absorb more than ready 
for can only result serious emotional 
problems. 


Interpreting and Reporting 
Testing carries with the responsibility 
for interpreting and reporting results 
pupils and parents. This information must 
made understandable and expressed 
terms the interest and ability the 
individual grasp. talk about modes, 
means, medians, and quartiles often re- 
sults losing the clients what they 
regard academic double talk. Pictorial 
presentation usually more easily under- 
stood than numerical description. The use

visual aids, e.g., drawings, graphs, charts, 
pictures, profiles, should encouraged. 
Let pupils and parents know that tests 
have their limitations and shortcomings, 
and that the results are not re- 
garded absolute. Test scores must al- 


ways interpreted with caution. Point 


out that test results indicate given stages 
development toward some optimum. 
The wise worker the field testing out- 
laws interpretations which suggest termina- 
tion possible growth favor 
interpretations which indicate present de- 
velopmental status. 

Reporting exact grade placement 
achievement tests questionable prac- 
tice, unless understood that grade 
placement subject certain amount 
error measurement. modern test 
interpretation band area used 
indicate achievement status pupils. 
scores, whether grade placement, 
percentile scores. Thus grade placement 
achievement test 5.8 would 
interpreted falling within range 
few points either side say between 
5.6 and 6.0. Perhaps the safest way 
report this finding parent would 
say that the pupil performing the 
high fifth grade level. Most test scores 
lend themselves this band interpretation 
technique. 

Parents find percentiles the most easily 
understood type numerical data, but 


care must taken not use such ex- 
pressions “he exceeds per cent 
the norm group which the test was 
standardized.” may better say, 
there were 100 pupils group, 
Mary would better than about 75,” 
or, “25 better than Mary.” the 
other end the scale with John the 
20th percentile, might accent the posi- 
tive. Rather than saying that pupils 
better than John, would better 
indicate that John doing better than 
twenty pupils. 


What About 

Intelligence quotients should never 
reported such. Often there con- 
siderable difference between actual and 
measured intellectual potential. Many 
children, especially boys who are poor 
readers, even though they may capable 
other respects, are penalized tests 
which are heavily laden with verbal con- 
cepts. Perhaps this the reason why 
many pupils labeled with low 
come eminently successful. Today’s teacher 
more aware the differentiation among 
mental abilities and strives help each 
child find his particular talents that 
they may related instruction and 
counseling. 

Secondary guidance must 
ingly aware the differential abilities 
between pupils and within each pupil. 
the age automation continually decreases 
the need for unskilled workers, im- 
portant that high school students made 
aware their strengths and abilities 
they are use them effectively to- 
morrow’s job market. The counselor can 
use the differentiated profile provided with 
the new multiple aptitude tests good 
advantage counseling students about 
occupational pursuits. can say 
pupil, “if this true picture your 
aptitudes, where you think you will 
able compete best advantage?” 
can pointed out that where the scores 
make valley may competing with 
others whose scores that area are 
peak, and vice versa. This will enable the 
client avoid the frustration being 
unsuccessful research when might 
happy sales and realize that 
might top chemist rather than poor 
engineer. Avoid the extremes giving 
too much help help all. Thus the 
pupil learning understand himself now 
will ready when his own. 

Testing whom? Why, course, 
for teacher, parent, and pupil! The 
teacher, know Johnny better; the 
parent, learn about him too; and per- 
haps most important all, for Johnny 
know about himself.

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Three types insurance programs 
special interest school personnel are the 
workmen’s compensation benefits, group 
accident and health provisions, and retire- 
ment plans. The increasing importance 
the lay teacher the parochial school 
system and the highly competitive market 
for cafeteria, clerical, and custodial per- 
sonnel make study these programs 
necessity for any school administrator 
concerned with the problems recruiting, 
training, and stabilizing the school teach- 
ing and working force. 


Compensation 

Workmen’s compensation and employers’ 
liability insurance cover injuries em- 
ployees resulting from occupational acci- 
dents. Under Workmen’s Compensation 
Acts, enforced most states, employers 
are held responsible for the majority 
occupational accidents; for those not pro- 
vided under the law, the employer may 
face the possibility civil action for 
damages under common law. The increas- 
ing trend toward denying absolute im- 
munity eleemosynary corporations and 
holding charitable organizations liable un- 
der common law gives rise for increased 
attention the provisions Workmen’s 
Compensation Acts. copy the statute 
may secured without charge writing 
the Secretary State the State Office 
Buildings your state capital. 

Where the Compensation Act does not 
apply, well may the situation the 
case your school, the employer may 
purchase insurance policy designed 
cover all contingencies. This coverage, fre- 
quently written and highly recommended, 
voluntary basis and formally 
termed, “Workmen’s compensation and 
employers’ liability insurance.” Under the 
provisions the coverage, the insurance 
company assumes the obligation pay 
the employee event accident com- 
pensation, medical, surgical, and hospital 
expenses required the state law.

Rates 
for compensation insurance premiums are 
based each $100 payroll the in- 
sured. Risks are grouped into various 
classifications based the nature the 
hazards involved. When the risk rela- 
tively small, private schools, the in- 
surance does not qualify for any special 
rate because not large enough for any 
special statistical meaning attached 
past experience. Only when the given 
risk results relatively large annual 
premium weights for individual experi- 
ence become important. Benefits under

The only religious who would not qualify 
for this type coverage are those who 
operate their own schools; these religious 
are also the owners those schools, and 
therefore not employees under the legal 
terms the statutes existing the vari- 
ous states. 

The nature religious life and the 
uniqueness the relationship between 
religious employees their employer, the 
diocese, whether through the parish 
directly the central high school other 
educational institution, has 
aspect insurance rather unde- 
veloped. Several conditions contribute 
this situation. 

The number accidents which re- 
covery claimed may almost negligible. 
The reason lies not much the lack 
mishaps, the manner which the 
injured religious treated doctors and 
the hospital. Frequently, doctors donate 
their professional services the religious 
community; hospitals often have such 
nominal charge, charge all, for 
the use emergency room, ray, and 
even hospitalization for the religious. The 
lack bills from these two sources elim- 
inates one the important functions 
this type insurance. Another factor 
the salary scale the religious teacher. 
The dollar loss may not seem great when 
making application for loss time com- 
pensation, because the salary scale 
the pay may continue regardless the 
disability. Usually the case in- 
jured religious, the other members the 
community simply double their efforts 
without the necessity hiring new 
faculty replacement. Because this situa- 
tion the loss time coverage does not 
loom nearly significant when cafe- 
teria, clerical, custodial employees, 
lay teachers are absent and replacements 
substitutes are necessary. 
cumstances tend minimize the impor- 
tance attached workmen’s compensation 
and employers’ liability insurance reli- 
gious superiors and school administrators. 

Yet, accidents occur and the annual 
insurance premium for workmen’s com- 
pensation and/or employers’ 
ance computed the basis payroll 
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considering all employees, religious well 
lay personnel. Thus, each year the 
school purchasing coverage for the reli- 
gious, and they fail utilize the provi- 
sions the insurance they fail maximize 
their investment. Nothing saved not 
filing for coverage, while something lost 
not doing so. Thus, superiors and prin- 
cipals should consider these facts, investi- 
gate them they apply their specific 
school situations, and act accordingly when 
circumstances governed either work- 
men’s compensation employers’ liability 
insurance arise. 


Group Accident and Health 
Insurance 


Accident and health insurance serve 
valuable need school employees. Since 
the benefits workmen’s compensation 
laws apply only occupational injuries, 
accident policies are written cover cases 
not provided state statutes. Accident 
policies may limited-accident (designed 
cover specific accidents) comprehen- 
sive-accident (designed cover wide 
range accidents). 

Health insurance policies provide cover- 
age for loss time due sickness, rather 
than accidents. Health insurance policies 
may nonconfinement and confinement. 
The former provides full policy benefits 
long the insured prevented 
illness from engaging his work; the 
confinement policy provides full benefits 
only for the period that the insured 
confined his home. Health insurance 
policies may extended cover hos- 
pitalization insurance. This type insur- 
ance reimburses the individual for specific 
hospital expenses, and some policies also 
cover medical and surgical expenses. 

Accident, health, and hospitalization in- 
surance written group basis, well 
individually for the single family. 
All three insurance types admit great 
many variations terms coverage and 
benefits. Careful examination all the 
policy provisions for 
securing adequate coverage 
tion these areas personal insurance. 
The experience other schools with group 
insurance should considered when adopt- 
ing program for your employees. 

Accident, health, hospitalization 
and the option the company are 
subject cancellation. The group rate 
assumes that all participating individuals 
are healthy the time policies are issued. 
Usually physical examinations are not re- 
quired when the policies are written, 
the cancellation clause incorporated into 
the policy protection for the insur- 
ance carrier. 
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Many business firms, and increasing 
number nonprofit corporations provide 
group accident, health, and hospitalization 
policies “fringe” benefits. Some com- 
panies pay the entire premium for such 
coverage; others have prorated basis 
payment; still others arrange the insur- 
ance coverage with employees paying for 
the coverage through payroll deductions. 
Participation normally voluntary, but 
minimum number will probably re- 
quired the company for the school 
qualify for group insurance.

School administrators may find accident, 
health, and hospitalization group insurance 
policies worthy examination for their 
contribution employee health and wel- 
fare, their public relations benefits, and 
the contribution they make toward loyalty, 
satisfaction, and stability among the work- 
ing force.

Helium, 
the top one, has two electrons and 
single energy level, the others all have 
eight their outermost shells. Mary, 
what the belief about elements possessing 
either these patterns.

Would the fact 
that these elements exist naturally with 
complete outer rings have anything 
with their title “inert”? 

TEACHER: What does the term inert 
suggest you?

They are not poisonous but, even they 
were, their dilution the nitrogen and 
oxygen content the air great they 
could not any harm. has been 
estimated that wanted inhale 
volume xenon from the air equal 
single normal breath, would have 
breathe steadily for period longer 
than year. 

Xenon really rare, isn’t Miss 
Brown? Are they all that scarce? 

TEACHER: They are all scarce, but not 
equally so. Can you recall the percentage 
nitrogen and oxygen hundred cubic 
feet air, Dorothy? 

think so. Nitrogen makes 
per cent and oxygen per cent. believe 
carbon dioxide the next most abundant 
gas but forget the percentage. 
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Miss Brown, may say think Dot 
wrong about the percentage carbon 
Not” cartoon recently that said argon 
thirty times more abundant the 
atmosphere than carbon dioxide. that so? 

TEACHER: is, Patricia. Argon com- 
poses .94 per cent the air and carbon 
dioxide only .03 per cent. division 
those decimals gives you the ratio thirty 
one that you just quoted. complete 
the picture their relative occurrence 
air, neon makes one part sixty-five 
thousand; helium, one two hundred 
thousand; krypton, one million, and 
xenon, only one part eleven million. 

Historically, the first evidence have 
anyone’s having noted their probable 
existence found careful observation 
recorded Cavendish 1785. found 
that experiment which removed all 
the nitrogen and oxygen from sample 
air even with numerous and exacting repe- 
titions always left small residue that 
resisted all attempts combine chemi- 
cally. Cavendish calculated what part 
the whole this resistant sample formed, 
stating equaled the original 
volume. That value remarkably close 
the total percentage the atmosphere 
assigned the rare gases today. 

Miss Brown, Cavendish considered 
the discoverer the rare gases? 

TEACHER: No, that distinction as- 
signed two other Englishmen, Rayleigh 
and Ramsay, who worked together 
isolate them and determine their prop- 
erties and uses. They began their work 
1894 and 1898 had isolated all five. 

When studied about the commer- 
cial preparation nitrogen and oxygen, 
recall they were both obtained the 
liquefaction air. was wondering 
these gases could manufactured the 
same process they were too scarce 
for that method. 

TEACHER: That question really shows 
that you are thinking, Mary. You are 
almost right too. Four the gases, all 
except helium, are obtained exclusively 
the liquefaction air. Helium manu- 
factured not only this process, but also 
liquefying certain natural gas mixtures 
that flow from the ground few western 
states. The names some these gas 
pools are the picturesque side, for in- 
stance, there Cliffside pool Texas 
and Rattlesnake Field New Mexico. 
Other areas whose gas rich enough 
helium content make profitable 
fraction out are found Kansas, 
Colorado, and Utah. 

the method required for the sepa- 
ration these gases very expensive? Last 
year, when mother had pneumonia she 
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was oxygen tent the hospital. 
That was expensive treatment. seems 
gases the air than oxygen, their removal 
would both difficult and costly. 

TEACHER: Like everything else life 
their cost depends upon supply and de- 
mand. Helium illustrates this point well. 
1921 the cost preparing thousand 
cubic feet helium was $486. Shortly 
after the opening that year, was 
decided inflate all the military balloons 
the United States government with this 
gas; the year’s end the cost had gone 
down $174 for thousand cubic feet. 
This reduction and all future ones were 
made possible continued research into 
new and better apparatus, operational pro- 
cedures, and better techniques. Gradual 
reductions brought the cost down $5.36 
per one thousand cubic feet; somewhat 
contrast the original $486. 

Miss Brown, that the current 
price? 

TEACHER: No, Eleanor. 1950 was 
decided set aside the fields that had 
higher helium content government re- 
serves. result, most the gas avail- 
able for private, commercial use, comes 
from plant operated private interests. 
This helium obtained from natural gas 
with fairly low helium content. the 
price above the level had reached 
World War II. sells today for $12.50 
per one thousand cubic feet.

the gas used for any other purpose than 
the inflation balloons? 

TEACHER: Mary, can you give Pat the 
answer that from your physical science 
class last year?

Miss Brown, what way helium 
useful preventing 

TEACHER: It’s case ounce 
prevention, Dorothy. Helium consider- 
ably less soluble the blood than nitro- 
gen. the caisson filled with 
artificial atmosphere that per cent 
helium and per cent oxygen. Besides 
preventing since not enough 
helium will dissolve cause them, this 
helium-oxygen atmosphere has 
advantage over the 
oxygen one. The workers can safely 
pressurized and depressurized much more 
quickly, and have spend fewer hours 
inactivity. 

There another medical application 
helium. helium-oxygen atmosphere has 
much less density weight than normal 
air. Thus sufferer with 
disease such asthma can inhale much 
larger volume the artificial air 
given time. The increased oxygen available 
from this will provide him with enough 
for his needs even though his air passages 
are partially blocked. 

suppose everyone familiar with 
the use neon advertising signs, but 
not know uses for any the 
other rare gases. 

remember one for argon. Don’t they 
fill electric light bulbs with prevent 
the blackening the thin wires that give 
off light? 

TEACHER: Good for you, Pat. It’s real 
thrill find student who remembers 
something she was taught whole two 
months ago. Perhaps you also recall from 
our discussion that time these other 
facts about the gaseous content incan- 
descent bulbs. First, that much more light 
rounded gas high pressure than 
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very high temperature when 
hot enough give off light. this tem- 
perature tends unite with nitrogen, 
the gas first used fill such bulbs. This 
led the substitution argon. The 
tungsten filament does not unite with 
matter how hot gets, and besides 
argon filled bulb provides 
tion than one containing nitrogen. Today, 
not only the incandescent bulb but the 
tubular, fluorescent lamps well, are filled 
with argon. 

Miss Brown, can you tell how 
they get different colored lights neon 
advertising signs? they all contain 
neon gas? 

TEACHER: Most do, but not all. 
sum the situation, the various color 
possibilities such signs are two shades 
red, two green, two blue, one 
yellow, and the colorless lights usually 
called white. Neon alone, colorless 
tubing, when excited having electric 
current pass through it, gives medium red. 
red tubing used the color intensified 
much deeper shade. Green results 
from neon-argon mixture green tubing, 
and much darker shade green 
achieved having the same mixture 
amber tubing. this neon-argon mixture 
put clear glass, yields light blue 
color but purple tubing the shade 
much darker. The only signs that con- 
tain neon are those that are yellow 
white. These contain helium alone, 
amber glass get the former color, and 
clear glass get the latter. 

You have said very little about the 
uses krypton and xenon. Have they any 
commercial applications? 

TEACHER: You will recall, Dorothy. 
our earlier discussion the relative abun- 
dance these rare elements, those two 
are the rarest all. This fact made their 
recovery from air price profitable for 
commercial usage impossible for long 
time and one tried very hard 
because there was demand for them. 
Recently though some progress has been 
made. One the newer uses for all five 
the rare gases the creation 
atmosphere which active metals can 
welded and alloyed. Some metals, with 
made into finished products because when 
they were heated high enough 
worked they oxidized and would not form 
permanent unions joinings. But, since 
the inert gases not combine with the 
metals, even extremely high tempera- 
tures, there increasing request for 
them from metallurgists. 

Another fact that has spurred the 
attempt get quantities krypton and 
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xenon the discovery that incandescent 
bulb filled with mixture these two 
provides one third more illumination than 
one containing argon alone. seems likely 
they will fill the bulbs tomorrow. 

finish today’s discussion, may point 
out observation that came mind 
was reading the short story, “The 
Leader the People,” John Steinbeck.

early the first century, B.C.. 
Cicero perfected the art writing letters 
his epistles Atticus. the following 
century, A.D., Pliny the Younger con- 
tinued the tradition the familiar letter 
describing the Rome his day. 

The famous Biblical epistles certain 
Apostles our Lord contain reminders 
their verbal instructions their former 
listeners, reminding them the teachings 
their Master. 

Notable men the fifteenth century, 
such Paston wealthy family 
Norfolk, wrote letters dealing with news 
pertaining both household and business 
matters. 


Thomas More, Roger Ascham, Sir Philip 
Sidney, Chamberlain, and Sir John Har- 
rington wrote still 
read widely. 

The France the Golden Age ele- 
fascinating letters Madame Sevigné. 
commenting French court life. Voltaire 
during the so-called Age Enlightenment 
depicts his letters contrary life 
politics, conduct living, and the method 
cultivation used his own garden. 

the eighteenth century, writers 
exceptional letters lived England. Hugh 
Walpole, witty court fop, commented 
his letters famous men his day. 
court gossip, and social life France. 
Lord Chesterfield wrote letters his son. 
intent upon training him become 
perfect gentleman and attain success- 
ful life the world. Other cultivated 
Englishmen this time who were noted 
letter writers are Thomas Gray, Lady 
Montagu, and William Cowper. Charles 
Lamb continued the tradition during this 
and the nineteenth century. 

Writers the familiar letter during this 
span time developed this type most 
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highly, due their varied social lives. 
They were men and women who were 
cultivated and observant places and the 
manners their times; they wrote gos- 
sipy letters about the lives those they 
knew best. 

early the ninth century texts 
letter writing appeared, stressing 
clarity, and brevity. the Middle Ages 
letter writing was looked upon art 
—not necessity merely. During the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries letters 
became literary exercises containing pro- 
saic accounts news mere official docu- 
ments. Each these, contrary similar 
letters today, lacked intimate per- 
sonal touches. James (1594?- 
1666) bears the distinction being the 
first writer the personal social letter 
expressing ease, spontaneity, simplicity, 
and conversational tone. insisted 
upon “strength matter, not sleazy 
nor cobweb composition” letters. 


The Familiar Letter 


The familiar letter manifests less 
formal art writing than any other. The 
writer such letter appears, 
speak, dressing gown and slippers. 
using leisure chat with good friend 
after the business the day,” one 
author succinctly expresses it. 

Familiar letters take the nature 
diary, autobiography, the facility 
emotional expression, the tenor critic 
literature, the clarity word pic- 
tures seasoned traveler. Just letters 
others are candid-camera shots

For 
just this reason our letters should 
well planned and well written.

The immediate questions raised concerned

dates: Can anyone president? How can 
tell who the best man? What will 
guide our choice? How can one man 
have much power tell the peo- 
ple our country what do? 


Unit Justice 

was evident that the class was ready 
begin its unit justice. Prior the 
actual teaching the unit, the following 
objectives had been formulated: 

understand that God the source 
all law. 

realize that all individuals are bound 
the laws justice. 

instill desire for participation 
every form Christian social action 
adherence the Christian principles 
justice. 

develop appreciation the fact 
that the application Christian principles 
the only means solving conflicts aris- 
ing child’s present social life.

What are our obligations toward the 
rights others? 

How exercise our rights? 


Our Problems 


After analysis all the questions 
and their relation each other, chose 
our major problem: What habit enables 
give others what rightly theirs? 
How can get and how can use it? 
chose minor problems the follow- 
ing: Where people get rights? How 
know what rights people have? What 
are our obligations toward the rights 
others? How exercise our rights? 

Our next procedure was look for 
source material for the work. decided 
the Baltimore Catechism, New Testa- 
ment, The Christian His Chal- 
lenge and Our Government. aid 
assimilating the material, guide sheets 


the problems and activities based these 
problems provide for individual 
differences, were given each pupil. 


Source Rights 
After three four days assimilation 
periods, volunteer chairman led the dis- 
cussion Where People Get Rights. 
Having used the catechism question which 
stated the purpose man’s existence, the 
chairman led the group discussion 
man’s natural rights, the definition, their 
sources, and the ultimate purpose. 
means questions, additions, and reports, 
learned: Christ’s teaching concerning 
justice and how our natural rights are safe- 
guarded through the Bill Rights. The 
conviction that all rights come from God 
and that these rights are absolutely neces- 
sary achieving the purpose man’s 
existence was another result this study. 

short written quiz followed. 


What Rights Have 

Now were eager get the 
second problem namely— How 
Know What Rights People Have. en- 
deavored get from the class the idea 
that all authority comes from God. They 
were surprised when they discovered that 
none them had ever thought the 
Laws God and the Laws the Church 
being the real basis rights. During 
this short introduction came the question 
their making laws such they were 
doing their school patrol system. 

was after the discussion this second 
problem that one the pupils, our 
civics club meeting, proposed the question: 
“Can’t organize school patrol court? 
This would help learn what rights 
and other children the school have.” 

“But, don’t know enough about courts 
establish one,” objected Delores. 

“We could ask the Judge the Circuit 
Court come and give talk,” offered 
Peter. 

The corresponding secretary then made 
all necessary arrangements. the next 
club meeting, Judge Roraff addressed the 
class. efficient organization Safety 
Court resulted from this meeting.

Due the timeliness the sub-topic 
“Duties Citizens Toward Their Coun- 
try” this was studied first. suggestion 
was made organize committees and each 
group work some special phase the 
topic. Enthusiasm was high level 
each group chose its chairman and out- 
lined its activities. the date which 
the reports were made, the classroom 
assumed very national, patriotic, “get out 
and vote” appearance. Reports showed the 
students have been instrumental ob- 
taining interviews with several city officials 
and heads campaign centers. They also 
secured literature the history and voting 
setup their own community. Having 
viewed the lives and policies the pos- 
sible presidential candidates the light 
Christian principles, proceeded the 
polls, cast our vote, and received our 
voting pins symbolic patriotic duty.

WHICH EXTINGUISHER? 


Experience can grim teacher when the 
lesson taught industrial fire. help 
you avoid such experience, the Fire Equip- 
ment Manufacturers’ Association offers the 
following basic information the selection 
fire extinguishers. All fires are not the 
same, adequate protection depends having 
the right extinguisher the right place. 

The three essentials fire are heat, fuel, 
and oxygen. The principles fire control lie 
the elimination any all these three 
essential requisites. 

Heat required raise the temperature 
the fuel combustible material the 
point where rapid combustion (i.e., fire) takes 
place. Heat control, therefore, consists 
lowering the temperature the fuel below 
the point where combustion takes place. 

the rapid combination oxygen 
with elements the fuel with the accom- 
panying manifestations heat and light that 
commonly call fire. Usually concentra- 
tion per cent oxygen must maintained 
for fire continue. Oxygen control 
elimination accomplished smothering. 

Fuel control includes any action make 
the combustible material noncombustible 
either temporarily permanently. 

Fires are classified types and 
The three types fires and their methods 
control are: 

Class A—Paper, wood, cloth, excelsior, 
rubbish, and similar combustible material 
containing carbonaceous matter. 

Extinguished lowering the temperature 
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the fuel with water water solutions. 

Class Where the fuel consists gaso- 
line, oil, grease, paint, similar volatile 
material. 

Controlled through eliminating oxygen 
blanketing with chemical foam, dry chemi- 
cals, vaporizing liquids, and/or nonburning 
gases such carbon dioxide. 

Class Electrical fires. 

Nonconducting materials such 
dioxide, certain vaporizing liquids, and/or dry 
chemicals must used control the fire 
cutting off the oxygen supply. 

There are three basic methods propelling 
extinguishing agents from portable extinguish- 
ers. They are:
